UNIVERSITY  HONORS  PROGRAM 


The  University  Honors  Program  offers  gifted  students  with  a 
variety  of  scholastic  interests  an  opportunity  to  interact  socially 
and  academically.  It  is  open,  by  invitation,  to  first-year  stu- 
dents based  on  their  SAT  scores  and  high  school  class  rank. 
University  students  with  G.P.A.s  of  at  least  3.2  are  also  eligi- 
ble, providing  they  have  successfully  completed  an  Honors 
course.  The  University  Honors  Program  (UH)  stresses  breadth 
of  study:  students  complete  a  minimum  of  six  Honors  courses 
in  subjects  of  their  own  choosing.  Students  completing  the 
UH  program  graduate  with  the  designation  of  "Common- 
wealth Scholar"  on  their  diploma,  and  may  request  a  Dean's 
letter  of  recommendation. 

The  Departmental  Honors  Program  (DH)  stresses  depth  of 
study  in  advanced  courses  in  the  student's  major  subject.  DH 
Program  participants  are  eligible  to  graduate  magna  or  summa 
cum  laude.  Many  Honors  students  complete  an  integrated  four 
year  Honors  experience  by  completing  both  programs.  These 
students  graduate  with  fullest  credentialing,  and  their  majors 
are  designated  HR. 

The  Honors  Program  offers  the  camaraderie  and  support  that 
only  a  small  program  can  offer  —  challenging  classes,  individ- 
ual instruction,  personal  academic  advising,  an  Honors  Resi- 
dential Program  at  Orchard  Hill,  a  newsletter,  and  several  so- 
cial events.
